This Memordadum of Understanding (MOU) is executed by the United S .ites Marshal 
Service for the District of Columbia (USMSDC) the Meiropolitan Police Departnient of 
Washington, D.C- (MPD) and Prince George's County, Maryland, a body corpori te and politic, 
on behalf of the Prince George's County Police Department (PGPD), 



L PURPOSE 

The purpose of the MOU is to outline the mission of the Partners on Patrt^ (*TOP") Task 
Force for coordinated border law enforcement by members of MPD and PGPD. Additionally^ 
this MOU will define relationships between the USMSDC, MPD and the PGDP ^/ith regard to 
law enforcement activities relating to policy, planning and guidance, utilization cf resources, 
training, and media in order to maximize interagency cooperation. 

IL MISSION 

The mission of the POP Task Force is to achieve maximum coordination rjid cooperation 
in bringing to bear combined resources to effectively implement measures to ensure the safety of 
the public, visitors and residents along border areas between the District of ColU:nbia and Prince 
George's County, Maryland. Coordination of resources will result in a unified e:fort to address 
criminal activity that is common to those areas on or near the boundaries of the liistriol of 
Columbia and Prince George's County, Maryland 

Additionally, all participating agencies will coordinate their activities anc share 
information about investigative and law enforcement efforts engaged in the POP Task Force. 

nL ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 

A, Direction 

All parties acknowledge that the POP Task Force is a joint operation in w lich all 
participating agencies act as partners in the operation of the POP J±sk Force. The participams 
agree to meet at alternating sites located in the 6^' & 7^ Districts of the Metropolitan Police 
Department and Districts 3^^ & 4^^' Districts of the Prince George's County Polio: Department to 
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conduct roll call, share crimiaal intelligence information, review deployment strai^gies, conduct 
in-service training, and exchange equipment. 

B. Supervision 

The day-to-day operation and administrative control of the POP Task Fon:e v^ill be the 
responsibilify of a Supervisory Official selected from VSMSDC, PGPD, and MP:>. The 
Supervisory Official will coordinate with federal supervisory personnel where appropriate. 

Responsibility and liability for the conduct of the POP Task Force members, both 
personally and professionally, shall remain with their respective agency. 

rv. PROCEDURES 

A. Personnel 

Continued assignment of personnel to the POP Task Force will be based upon 
performance and will be at the discretion of the respective agency. Each particip-;ting agency 
will be provided with reports as necessary regarding the program, direction, and sccomplishment 
of the POP Task Force. 

JB. Deputation 

All local and state law enforcement personnel designated to the POP Task Force shall be 
subject to background inquiry and may be deputized by the United States Marshals Service 
following the submission of application for special deputation and^ subsequent isfuance of 
special deputation authorization- 

C Law Enforcement Activities 

Since it is anticipated that cases originating from the POP Task Force arn its will be 
prosecuted either at the federal, state or, local level, all participating; law enforcement agencies 
shall confomi to the requirements of such statutory or common law pending a de;ision as to a 
change of venue for prosecution. 

]>, Prosecution 

The criteria for determining whether to prosecute a particular violation in ^ederal or state 
court will focus upon achieving the greatest overall benefit to law enforcement a d the 
community. Any question that arises pertaining to prosecutorial jurisdiction will be resolved 
tlirough discussions among the parties to this agreement. 
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V. MEDIA 
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All media releases pertaining to the POP Task Force law enforcement act /iiy and/or 
arrests will be coordinated by the parties to this agreement. No unilateral press releases will be 
made by my participating agency. No information pertaining to the POP Task Ff^rce will be 
released to the media without mutual approval of all parties to this agreement, 

VL FUNDING 

Prince George's County and the District of Columbia agree Lo provide tht: full-time 
services of its respective personnel for the duration of this operation, and to assuie all personnel 
costs for their POP Task Force representatives, including salaries^ overtime paynents, and fringe 
benefits consistent with their respective agency policies and procedures. 

VIL LIABILITY 

Unless specifically addressed by the terms of this MOU, all the parties a^ree to be 
responsible for the negligent or wrongfijl acts or omissions of their respective employees. Legal 
representation by the United States is determined by the Department of Justice on a case-by-case 
basis. The United States Marshals Service cannot guarantee the United States will provide legal 
representative to and federal, state or local law enforcement officer. 

For the limited purpose of defending claims arising out of activities cove 3d by this 
MOU, state or local law enforcement officers who have been specially deputize*! as U,S. 
Marshals and who are acting within the course and scope of their oFficial duties md assignments 
pursuant to the MOU, may be considered as an "employee" of the United States jjovernment as 
defined in 28 U.S.C 2671, 

Vni. DURATION 

This MOU shall remain in effect until terminated. If any paity to this agreement desires to 
withdraw from this agreement, a seven (7) day written notice of intent to withdr;iw shall be 
provided to all the parties to this agreement 

IX. MODIFICATIONS 

This MOU may be modified at any time by written consent of all parties. Modifications 
to this MOU shall have no force and effect unless such modifications are reduced to writing and 
signed by an authorized representative of each participating agency. 

X. LIMITATION 

Nothing in this MOU is intended to, or shall be construed to, create enfot^:eable rights in 
third parties.

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Addendum to MemoranduiD of Understanding for Coordinate^]! Border Law 
Enforcement Special Deputation Apjiointment 

Pursuant to Paragraph IX of the original Memorandum of Unde islanding (MOU) 
between the Prince George's County Police Department (PGPD), the M;tropolitan Police 
Department (MPD) and the United States Marahats Service for the Distnct of Columbia 
(USMSDC) for Coardiiiated Border Law Enforcemoit executed by the parties in October 2004, 
this Addendum modifies the terms of the MOU as set forth below. All ciher terms of the 
original MOU remain in effect. 

■ The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosive.'^ (ATT) is niiw a party to the 
MOU. "ATP* replaces 'OJSMSDC*' in the MOU caption, the introductory paragraph, 
paragraph I, and para^aph HLB. 

• Appointment as a Special Deputy United States Marshal is sponsored liy the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives. 

• The appointment as a Special Dq>uty United States Marshal is incident to -aitners on Patrol, 
a joint law enforcement initiative of MPD and PGPD. 

• The mission for which the appointea has been specially dr^utized is tbu investigation of 
Criminal violations of the Gun ContTQl Act of 1968, 18 U.S.C § 921-930, and the National 
Firearms Act, 26 US-C. §§ 5801-5872 (FederaJ firearms lavi^s) while engaged in ride-along 
and patrol activities pursuant to the Partners on Patrol law enforcement initiative, 

• MPD and PGPD will notify the ATF Washington, D.C. Field Division (Washington Field 
Division) of the date, time and location of ride-along and pattrol activities during which the 
appointee will exercise special deputation authority. ATP will provide a S:»ccia] Agent to be 
on duty, as the point-of-contact, for the ride along and patrol sxitivities that tlay. 

■ Special deputation authority is Hmitcd to those times when the appointee i f actively engaged 
in ride-along and patrol activities pursuant to die Partners on Patro! law enforcement 
initiative and whra an ATF special agrat will be un duty, as )he point-of-cfmtact, for the ride 
along, and patrol activities that day. 

• Under the authority of this special deputation^ the appointee may inteiview consenting 
witnesses and take custody of surrendered firearms in conniption with tbs investigation of 
criminal violations of Federal firearms laws. The special deputation authoiizes the appointee 
to apply for arrest and/or search warrants, and conduct se^irches for vie , ations of federal 
firearm laws with consultation with ATF. The ATP special agent ftnnt-of-contact is 
responsible for conducting searches pursuant to warrants and applying for arrest and/or 
search warrants for violations of Federal firearms laws.

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Special dqiiitatiozi atitliority in no way derogates the appointee's authority to make aires ts, 
conduct scairhfls, apply for warrants or engage in any other mve^rtigadve or iiw mfojceraent 
activity pursuant to the appointee's authority as a MPD or PGPD law enforce tnent officer. 

As stated on the Spedal Dcpytation Appointnient to which this addenc im is attached, 
appointment does not constitute employment by the United States Marsl)als Service, the 
Department of Justice or the United States Government. This appointoieiit also does not 
constitute employment by ATF, To the extent that the appointee is sued in tort for injuries 
and/or damage to pmperty, arising from actions within the ^ope of the miss 3ii for which the 
appointee has been specially deputized^ the Attorney General may so ceiti 'y and substituie 
the United States as defendmt as provided by 28 U.S.C. J 2675(d)Cl).
